| | 85 ſame arreſtes hath ben occaſioned by perſons not vnderſtandyng the bene⸗ 

fite, 03 not elit fo fanour the necellarie continuaunce of ſuch an auncient amitie, nouryſhed and mayn- 
tryned by the free entercourſe ofthe ſubiectes on eyther part. So it is, that both their Mateſties good 
meanynges towardes the continuaunce of their mutual amitie, and the reſtozyng of the ſayde entercourſe, 
beyng made kinowen from the one to the other, by ſuch their good miniſters as haue ben herein vled: Theres 
loze it is in their names accozded, that all maner the ſubtectes of both the tayde Pzinces, ol what kyngdome 
e countrep lo euer the ſame be, from the begynnyng of the firſt of Maye nowe infant. ſhall and may haue 
and entoy the ſame ryghtes and liberties, as they had in any ofthe domtnions of exther of the ſayde Pꝛin ; 
tes: and that they may from the ſayde tyme vſe the lyne mutuall entcrcourſe foz merchandtzes, as they were 
lawſully accuſtomed befoze the ſayde arreſtes. And foz that it is meant that all occaſions of controuerſies 
0; differences that hath happened betwirt the ſubtectes on epther part ſpnce the tyme of the ſayde arreſtes 
Houlde be hearde and determined: it is oꝛdeyned that this reCitution of the entercourſe,ſhall remayne from 
the ſapde ftr{t day of Maye, durpng the ſpace ol two peeres, to the intent that Commillioners to be appopn- 
ted by the tarde Pzinces within two monethes after the lade lirlt of Mare, may ſpeedyly heare, ozder, 
and determine ſuche differences : whiche pk they ſboulde not be able to do, vet at the ende of the ſapde two 
peeres, pf by the lapde Pzinces in the meane tyme it be not otherwiſe pzoutded foz continuaunce of the ſapde 


entercourſe, no new arreſtes ſhould be made of any thynges bꝛought into the countreys of eyther of the ſad 


Punces duryng the tyme of the ſapde two peeres, but that all thynges (hall remaynecothe owners, with- 
out any diſturbance to be vſed within the Realme, oꝛ caryedout ol the ſame, at any tyme within thzee mo 


nethes alter the ende of the two yeeres. 
wherefoze the Queenes Maieſtie hath thought it neceſſarie, lyke as it is agreed that the ſayde Kyng of 


Dpayne (hal do the lyke, to notilie to all her ſubiectes the pzemiſſes, to thintent they may,as they ſhal fynde 
meete and conuentent, reſozt to the countreps of the ſapde Kyng, and there vſe the lawfull entercourſe of 
merchandize, as befoze the late reftraynt was lawfully by them vſed: Chargyng them to gene no occaſlon 
of olfence tothe ſayde Kyng, 02 his Countreys, but to behaue them ſelues inſuch ſozte, as the amitie be- 
twirt the ſayde Pzinces, and the entercourſe bet wit their ſubiectes, may continue to the honour and com- 
fozt ofthe Pzinces, and to the mutuall concozde and benefite of their people, Che lyke wherofit is accoꝛded 
Galde perfourmed on the ſayde Kynges part foz hym ſelle, and his ſubtectes reſoztyng into any ol her Mate ⸗ 
ties domintons, to whom allo ſhalbe (he wed iyke fauour, fo; maynteynaunce of their entercourte and tral⸗ 
licque, as in tyme pat befoze the arreſt hath ben.
